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2) "The original attorney failed to appreciate the full scope of the 
invention." 

For example, Claims 2-48 more fully identify and define the 

invention in language distinct from that contained in claim 1 

of the issued patent. 
The attorney failed to recognize that the present invention also has 

an inventive method.
